Ulipp of the provlslooal Cuban gov- 
ernment baa cabled from Santa Cruz 
del Sur to Seapr Qneseda, secretary 
of th« Cuban delegstliHi ber*, saying: 

"Asaembljr ba« not yet met owing to 
tke absence of quorum." 

Tbls was called out by an inquiry 
ffom Smor Queaeda as to reports com- 
ing bjr way of Santiago representiag 
^ OabiiB assembly as In sMsioo at 
(bttta Cruz del Sur and engaged in 
ilnpartant questions relating to the 
future of the island, the disarmament 
flF (l^e C«ba9 arin^ apil tb« fxtent of 
ti»«p«raj9oa Wtiraso the fonnsr Insur* 
gpDt forces and the United States au- 
tborities. It had been stated that the 
assembly organized by choosing Gen- 
eral O^da as presiding officer, indi- 
flfitiDt Utat tb* vllUitrr •Vmmi under 
Ghtfcia would dominate tbe sssembly. 

Senor Queseda was considerably sur- 
prised at these reports, as he was likely 
U> IM notlQet} q| tbe convening of tbe 
Cuban assembly, particularly as he 
has bMD cbqsen a member of the m- 
sembly rei>resentlng one of tbe dis- 
tricts of the important province of 
Puerto Principe. He occordlngly tele- 
graphed President M<isso for jsCprma- 
tloD aad tbe faresoiag aaewfr was 
recelTed. 

There are evidences that President 
McKinley and bis cabinet have assur- 
ances that tbe action of the Cuban 
proTlslonal gorernquHit will Qot be 
antagonistic to the policy at Wapblng- 
ton. Senor Queseda is satisfied that 
this will be the course of the Cuban 
assembly when it begins work and it 
If pM>bfbl# tb&t )ie made this view 
knowil iBMBS ft reoent InterviBW wltb 
Is w s U ry Hay at tbe state department. 
In tbe ereat of bis leaving Washing- 
ton to attend the assembly at Santa 
Crus del Sur it will be with the special 
purpose oC securing co-oeerfition be- 
tween (l^e auUb>rHles (Iim;* Hid ))ere, 
and of overcoming frictions wbicb 
najr lurlse. 

Speaking of the Cuban a.ssembly, 
Mr. Queseda said: "It is only tbe first 
step toward a regular and constitu- 
tional form ot goremmeBt. and It will 
give way later to an assembly truly 
representative of all tbe people of 
Cuba. For tbe present President 
Uimm has called togeCber tUa pnn 
TisloBel body wbieb is ascsssartly 
crude because of the unsettled condl-- 
tioD of aCTalrs in Cuba. It is, bow- 
ever, no<t a military asse'nibly, only 
elfbt or ten of a n^emberabip U 48 
being (roBi ne lailitary ranks. 

"Tbls assembly will not form a eon- 
stltutlo)!, but win provide for a eon- 
stitutloaal convention, which will take 
up tbe Importiwt work of framing the 
aaMrttttttiatt tad establishing a per- 
OMUient government for the island."

Camp Poland, Knoxvllle, Nov. 8.— 
Tbe camp of tbe Sixth Virginia ciriored 
regiment was the scene of a matlay 
among the men of that command. 

The troulile waB in the nature of the 
men in several ((impanies refusing to 
obey commands ur orders issued by 
the nine white officers who were re- 
cently aaelgaed to the reglmeat by 
Governor Taylor of Virglala. The of- 
ficers were assigned to the various 
companies a few days ago and there 
has existed during that time a feeling 
of discontent with some of the negroes 
who preferred to be commaaded by 
officers of their own race. Tbe feeling 
haa grown until it evidenced itself In 
a positive declaration against tbe 
white officers. 

Tbe reglmeat was called for drill at 
the usual hour and the white officers 
assumed command. To thrir snrprise 
and indignation the negroes refused to 
execute tbe drills, and when pressed 
for an explanation it was aaaouaced 
that the preeeaee of white effleera was 
the cause. The officers were inclined 
to the opinion that it was a momen- 
tary complaint and accordingly sent 
their companies out under colored 
lieuteaaata. At police formatloa the 
same open 4iaragard for orders from 
tbe white officers was apparent, and 
it was then determined to report the 
matter to higher authorities. Colonel 
Croxton reported it to Major General 
John Bates, who arrived ia tbe camp 
for tbe first time a few moments be- 
fore the mutiny begun. 

It was evident that serious trouble 
was in order If the riotous negroes 
were aot avleted. and on that account 
Coloael Kuert at once ordered the 
Thirty -first Michigan and Slxtn Ohio 
regiments to the scene. These regi- 
ments were under arms, but the Ohio 
boys were turned back before reaching 
the camp. Colonels Kuert aad Crox- 
ton and also Major Johnson, a colored 
officers of tbe regiment, addressed the 
men. They e.\plaiued that such action 
was in direct violation of the military 
laws aad was pualsbable by death, 
aad that a coatiaoaaoe of tbe same 
would brlag the reglmeat lato most 
unfortunate disfavor. They assured 
the men that a complaint, if such they 
felt that they rightly had, should be 
forwarded to the goverpor of Virginia, 
aad they were assured that aneh a 
complaint, sent through tbe proper 
channels would receive attention from 
all officers concerned. 

Colonel Croxton stated very em- 
phatically that a contlauaace of this 
revolt would meaa a rigid enforcement 
of the discipline covering such cases, 
and said he demanded obedience and 
had the power to enforce the demand. 
The Michigan regiment, which had ap- 
peared vpoa the scene in double time 
and whieh Was armed for battle, was 
ordered back to its camp, and the 
negroes agreed to send their com- 
plaints in through military ehannels. 
aad la th« meantims to obey their 
white olBeers. It Is not believed here 

th''' the white officers will be removed, 
because it is a fact that the negro of- 
ficers who preceded them reslgaed oa 
I^COVat of Incompetency.

Haaover, Pa., Nov. 8.— A long-hid- 
den defldeaey, reaching about 167,000 

has been discovered In the accounts of 
the late John II. AUeman. cashier of 
the First National bank of this place, 
who died about three weeks ago; 

The books have been in tbe banda of 
an expert accountant since Allenian's 
death, and the shortage v/as tlius re- 
vealed. Mr. Allcman had been cashier 
of the bank for 28 years, and at no time 
was be ever suspeeted of wrong doing. 
His defalcations were cleverly covered 
up by means of "kiting." or the use of 
drafts on dlfferpiit out-of-town bankn, 
and thus deceived even the bank ex- 
aminer. 

Mr. Allemaa was under bonds of 830,- 
000. and the baBk,wlIl therefore suffer 

little, and it still has a surplus Of |44,- 
000 over all liabilities.

New York, Nov. 3.— Collls P. Hunt- 
ington, president of the Southern Pa- 
cific railway, says that so far as bis 
line is coocemed, railway traffic ap- 
pears to be improving. He is of tbe 
opinion that tbe United States supreme 
court decision against the Joint Tariff 
association will not disturb the rail- 
road business of the country. "Mat- 
ters will be ao worse beeauae of the 
dissolution of tbe Joint Traffic associa- 
tion," said Mr. Huntington. "The rail- 
roads are bound to get along and man- 
agers must adopt themselves to aew 
coaditloas."

Health of Troops at Cavite 
Reported Very Bad.

Manilla, Nov. 3.— The health of the 
troops here at prtsf-nt is far from 
being good, notwithstanding the state- 
meats of the BMdlcal departmeat to 
the contrary. At Carite their eoadl- 
tions are very bad. 

There have been 40 deaths there 
in a month, mostly from typhoid 
fever. One-third of the Montana voN 
unteer regiment ia on the sick list la 
one battery alone over 75 per cent of 
tbe men stationed there hare been on 
the sick list within a month, the offi- 
cers being affected as well as the pri- 
vates. The hospital /-Mooguiiodations 
there are Inadequate:-'' supply of 
medicines was exhausted at one tllBO 
and for days there was nothing medic- 
inally to administer to the patients. 

The place is unhealthy at twst. The 
men are quartered oa groaad floora 
where it is damp) and In tbls country 
especially conducive to illness. Many 
of tho men worked themselves 111 dur- 
ing the process of cleaning Cavite, 
but now that saaltary eoadltlons are 
being looked after aa improved haatth 
record will doubtless follow. 

In Manilla the conditions are better. 
The men are fairly well quartered 
and are being given better accommo- 
dations aa fast aa possible, aad it will 
not BOW be long before all reaaoa for 

complaint will have passed. MVCh Ol 
the sickness of the past can t)e traced 
to the overcrowding of tbe men while 
proper quarters were being prepared. 

Malaria Is the most oommoa of the 
diseases among tbe troops. A ma- 
laria condition is the natural result of 
the ( limate aa4 faaltary ewna w caa 
which prevail. 

Typhoid fever has also developed to 
a serious degree. The average number 
of sick in the hospitals, in addition to 
the number of men relieved from duty 
by order of the physicians, is 800. Tbe 
new cases reported to the hospitals 
dally ayerage about 40 cases. There 
have been 12 cases of amallpox amoag 
the soldiers so fgr, i|S of Which haTa 
proven fatal. 

Favara Koalaehy Toraalhoa. 

Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 3.— The Ken- 
tucky court of appeals reversed Itself 
in a former decision by deciding that 
it doea aot require two-thirds of the 
entire voting popnlatloa of a couaty 
to carry the proposition of free turn- 
pikes, but only two-thirds of those 
voting. The question arose in Mont- 
gomery county, where the people voted 
for free turnpikea aad for bonds to 
pay for them. The fiscal oourt held 
that the bonds could not be Issued, 
as it required two-thirds of all the 
voters of the county to vote for them. 
Tbls decision, which is in accord wltb 
former decisions of the appellata oourt. 
Is reversed.

The highest price ever pai<l for a piece 
of land in tbe United States was ob- 
tained two years ago for a small plat on 
the southwest corner of Broad and Wall 
atreeta. New York, when 717 feet was 
sold for S348.67 per square (oot; but last 
week Benjam:n D. Silliraan, a Nassau 
street lawyer, refused the enormoua sum 
of $400 a square foot for the old drug 
store on tbe southeast corner of Broad- 
way and Wall street, which makes that 
tbe moat valuable piece of property in 
Amerka. The offer amounted to 150,000 
for a front foot on Broadway, and at this 
rate an ordinary city lot, 25 by 100 feet, 
would be worth |1.2BO,000. So far back 
aa 1880 a little strip of ground only one 
foot wide at the corner of Ninety-third 
street And Lexington avenue was sold for 
I 700, but that was an exceptional case. 

A number of pieces of property in New 
York, however, have sold for more than 
100 a square foot. The site of the old 
Herald Building, at the corner of Broad- 
way and Ann atreet, waa purchased by 
3. 0. Havemeyer, of the .Sujrar Trust, for 
S165.70. Tbe site of the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank, at the southwest comer of 
Nassau and Pine ptreets, was purchased 
or $223.31), while the opposite corner waa 
longbt by tbe Equitable Life Inanranoe 
Company for S2')0 a square foot. The 
building known aa 41 Wall atreet brought 
S189.9I a square foot, and the comer ol 
Broadway and Maiden lanelioi) to. The 
Commercial Cable Company paid S14!».,32 
foot for the ground upon which its 
office stands, at the comer of Broadway 
and New York streets. Robert and Wil 
Ham Pinkerton, of Chicago, paid $69.46 
per square toot in 1896 for a lot on New 
Church atreet and IMalty place, near 
Broadway.
